The  Health  Visitor  paid  161  visits  of  enquiry  to  the  homes  of  notified 
cases  of  tuberculosis  and  arranged  for  examination  of  contacts  by  the  Chest 
Physician  and  in  many  cases  transporting  them  to  the  respective  Chest  Clinics 
at  Stamford  and  Melton,  and  reported  on  home  conditions.  Cases  considered 
to  be  inadequately  housed  are  referred  by  the  Health  Committee  to  the  Local 
Sanitary  Authority  with  a  rocommondation  for  re-housing  where  possible. 

Nursing  requisities,  extra  bedding  and  garden  shelters  ore  provided  when 
necessary. 

There  were  6  patients  receiving  free  milk  at  the  end  of  the  year, 

B.C.G.  Vaccination'  of  8  contacts  was  carried  out  by  the  Chest  Physicians. 

Domiciliary  treatment  of  active  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
(consisting  of  P.A.S.  and  injections  of  Streptomycin)  was  given  by  the  District 
Nurses  in  6  instances.

AMBULANCE  SERVICE 
(Section  27) 


The  directly  operated  service  which  covers  the  western  side  of  the 
County  is  maintained  with  1  Ambulance  (Morris  2050cc.)  and  2  Dual  Purpose 
Vehicles  (a  Bedford  15C7cc  and  an  Austin  l489cc). 

The  Austin  Cmnivan  was  purchased  in  December  and  replaced  a  Ford 
Utilicon  which  had  been  in  use  since  June,  1951. 

There  are  2  full  time  drivers  and  1  part  time  driver  for  2  days 
every  week. 

The  eastern  side  of  the  County  is  covered  by  the  St.  John's 
Ambulance  Brigade  (Stamford)  by  agreement. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  figures  attached  that  the  total  overall 
mileage  by  the  Ambulance  Service  has  increased  every  year,  with  the  exception 
of  1956,  when  the  mileage  dropped  by  8,000,  although  the  number  of  patients 
carried  was  only  100  fewer.  This  was  due  to  more  patients  being  carried 
by  "ambulances"  than  by  sitting-case-cars,  and  reflects  the  policy  of 
carrying  patients  by  ambulance  or  dual  purpose  vehicles  if  at  all  possible 
rather  than  by  sitting-case-car.  No  further  shift  can  be  contemplated 
however  as  the  Rutland  vehicles  already  do  an  annual  mileage  that  can  hardly 
bo  incrcacad. 

It  is  very  doubtful  whether  the  purchase  of  another  dual  purpose 
vehicle  and  engaging  another  full  time  driver,  in  order  to  take  over  journeys 
now  done  by  the  private  cars,  would  result  in  any  saving. 

Attention  is  drawn  to  the  number  of  miles  covered  by  the  ambulances 
during  1956,  i.e.  68,313,  an  increase  of  approximately  10,000  miles 
compared  with  the  previous  year,  however  it  must  be  remembered  that  for  a 
period  of  8  weeks  in  the  earlier  part  of  the  year  we  had  an  extra  full  time 
driver  whilst  one  driver  was  on  light  duty  only,  following  an  operation. 

It  will  also  be  noticed  that  during  the  period  when  3  drivers  were  on  duty, 
calls  stall  had  to  be  made  on  the  Hospital  Car  Service.

On  31st  December,  1956,  there  were  fifteen  Home  Helps  employed: 

5  part  time  on  a  guaranteed  week  of  15  hours, 

10  casual  workers  for  cases  in  outl  ying  districts. 


The  demand  for  domestic  help  for  the  aged  increased  considerably 
during  the  year.  The  majority  of  the  14  long  standing  cases  are  also 
leldcrly  people  and  for  host  of  them  the  help  is  supplied  free  of  charge. 

Ihe  possibility  of  providing  a  Home  Help  is  always  considered  when  an 
application  is  received  for  the  investigation  of  patients  for  chronic 
pic ^  hospitals  and  welfare  homes.  This  policy  helps  to  reduce  pressure 
pn  tnc  demand  for  hospital  beds  and  the  elderly  people  to  retain  thoir 
independence  by  remaining  at  home. 

The  lack  of  public  transport  in  a  rural  area  adds  to  the  difficulty 
of  organising  the  Home  Help  Service. 

Applications  for  a  Home  Help  are  usually  made  by  doctors,  district 
Hurscs,  health  visitors,  voluntary  organisations  and  by  householders 
themselves.  Some  difficulty  may  be  experienced  in  providing  a  Home  Help 
to  meet  every  request.  Every  effort  is  made  to  employ  a  woman  from  the 
■Tillage  in  which  the  patient  resides  rather  than  sending  a  Home  Help  from 
Oakham  or  a  neighbouring  village.

Distribution  of  Welfare  Foods  continued  to  run  smoothly  with  the 
able  assistance  of  the  W. V. S,  New  distribution  centres  were  opened  during 
the  3^ ear  at  j. inwell  (Saturdays)  and  Ryhall  (Mondays).  Arrangements 
continued  for  beneficiaries  on  the  County  periphery  to  obtain  supplies  from 
more  accessible  centres  situated  outside  Rutland. 

The  uptake  figures  were  higher  than  the  previous  year  owing  to  the 
re-opening  of  the  R.A.F.  Station  at  North  Luffenham.

All  samples  of  sausages  examined  were  found  to  be  satisfactory  in 
respect  of  their  meat  contents.  In  this  connection  it  is  interesting  to 
report  that  the  recent  report  by  the  Foods  Standards  Committee  of  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  Fisheries  and  Food,  on  the  composition  of  sausages,  supports 
the  tentative  standards  for  the  meat  content  of  sausages  which  have  been  adopted 
by  Public  Analysts  for  the  last  four  years.  Two  of  the  sausages,  however, 
one  beef  and  one  pork,  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  in  that  they  consisted 
of  preserved  sausages  and  no  notice  ofpreservation  was  given  at  the  time  of  sale. 
The  Public  Health  (Preservations  etc,  in  Food)  Regulations  allows  both  pork  and 
beef  sausages  to  be  preserved  with  sulphur  dioxide  preservativeto  the  extent 
of  450  parts  per  million  always  provided  that  notice  of  preservation  is  given  to 
the  purchaser.  The  two  samples  in  question  contained  respectively  320  and 
300  parts  per  million  of  sulphur  dioxide,  quantities  well  within  the  maximum 
permissible  limit*  In  this  instance  the  Wholesalers  had  given  notice  to  the 
retailers  wore  in  default.

The  two  unsatisfactory  milk  samples  were  taken  from  the  same  retailer. 
These  milks  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  in  respect  of  their  fat  contents 
in  that  they  contained  less  than  3  per  cent  of  fat,  the  minimum  figure  laid 
down  in  the  Sale  of  Milk  Regulations,  The  two  samples  contained  only  1,92 
and  2.03,  per  cent  of  fat  being  therefore  deficient  in  fat  to  the  extent  of 
36  and  32  per  cent  respectively  of  the  minimum  quantity  proper  to  milk. 

The  retailer  was  prosecuted  and  fined.
